Dear Friend, 

We're in a drought and it's going to take our communities coming together and conserving water to make it through this crucial time in our 
state. 

My colleagues and I in the legislature worked hard last month to address this issue head-on and provide relief for all Californians. I am 
proud to announce that I helped lead efforts to pass a $7.2 billon Water Bond that includes $100 million to help revitalize the Los Angeles 
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River. 

I also worked hard to move my bills through the legislative process. Many of them passed the legislature and are now on the Governor's 
desk waiting for his final approval. Be sure to read this issue of our newsletter for more detailed descriptions. 

With one bill in particular, I could really use your help! Assembly Bill (AB) 2321 is an effort to fund domestic violence and sexual assault 
prevention programs through the sale of a specialized vanity license plate.

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9 Three-Foot Passing Law Effective Next Tuesday

The Three Feet for Safety Act will finally go into effect on Tuesday, September 16. The law requires motorists to give at least three feet of 
clearance when passing a bicyclist traveling in the same direction. Existing law requires motorists to pass bicyclists while keeping a "safe 
distance." The new law defines "safe distance" as three feet. If not enough space is available, the motorist must slow down and pass 
when no danger is present to the bicyclist. 

One key to making the new law effective is to make sure the driving public knows about it. LACBC has collaborated with AAA, Wire 
Media, and CalBike to create an "I Give 3 Feet" graphic for use to publicize the new law. This graphic can be downloaded from Wire 
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Media here. We encourage all media outlets (big and small), bicycle groups, and interested parties to download and utilize this graphic, 
along with the associated bullet points about the law.

Key points to include with the Three Feet for Safety Act graphic are: 

• Existing law requires motorists to pass bicyclists while keeping a "safe distance." 

• This new law defines "safe distance" as three feet when passing bicyclists traveling in the same direction. 

• If not enough space is available, the motorist must slow down and pass when no danger is present to the bicyclist. 

• Violators will face a $35 fine, as well as a $220 fine if a collision occurs. 

• Law takes effect September 16, 2014. 

AAA has printed 10,000 window clings for public distribution utilizing the same graphic, and their roadside assistance will be handing out 
tip cards with the graphic starting in September.

The Bowtie Project will host the closing nights of the Ambulante California Documentary Film Festival with the Echo Park Film Center's 
The Sound We See: A Los Angeles City Symphony followed by Kent Mackenzie's The Exiles (1961) on Friday October 3rd and Paul 
Collins' Yakona (2014) on Saturday October 4th. Ambulante California emerges as part of AMBULANTE GLOBAL, and represents the 
first official attempt to establish a long-term presence outside of Latin America of the successful touring documentary platform across the 
United States. From September 21 to October 4 Ambulante California will travel and tap into Los Angeles’ vibrant multi-ethnic 
neighborhoods to engage and activate audiences. 

In the fall of 2010, youth from across Los Angeles, ages 11-19, banded together with the Echo Park Film Center to document the life, 
rhythm, and movement of the city from their unique perspectives, joining their visions to create a complete 24-hour city symphony called 
The Sound We See: A Los Angeles City Symphony. The filmmakers divvied up the day into its two-dozen hours, working in pairs to select 
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and shoot locations that best represented each hour of the day (and night) as one minute of film. The result is a spectacular 24-minute trip 
through the City of Angels as most have never seen it before. The Echo Park Filin Center (EPFC) is a non-profit media arts organization 
committed to providing equal and affordable access to film/video education and resources. 

From Dennis Lim for the NY Times: "The Exiles is a film about American Indians living on the edge of downtown Los Angeles in the 
1950s, is both a chronicle and a casualty of neglect: a movie about a forsaken community that itself became a lost object. Directed by 
Kent Mackenzie, a first-time filmmaker who had just graduated from the University of Southern California, it is a poetic and empathetic 
hybrid of fiction and documentary. The nonprofessional actors play versions of themselves: young Indians, newly relocated from 
reservations and adrift in working-class Bunker Hill." Shot in 1958 and completed in 1961, Kent Mackenzie's The Exiles fell into obsecurity 
following a failure to be picked up for distribution after a successful premiere at the Venice Film Festival in the early 60's. It was Thom 
Andersen's compilation documentary Los Angeles Plays Itself which kicked off the rediscovery of this lost masterwork. The Exiles was 
reestored by the UCLA Film & Television Archive in 2008 and was named to the National Film Registry by the Library of Congress in 
2009.
